Two soldiers were wounded 
by Syrian gunfire on the Golan 
Heights yesterday m a 10-hour 
clash which encompassed most

dawn raid by Israel planes: on 
terrorist concentrations in south- 
erm Lebanon.: The planes swept 
over the border at 6 o'clock and 
headed for terrorist concentra- 
tions in the vicinity of Mazrat 
Bett Nafel, Hariba and Kafr 
Azayeit in Fatahland, bombing 
there for about 20 minutes. (A 
terrorist spokesman in Beirut ad- 
mitted the attack on their posi- 
tions in South Lebanon and sald 
one terrorist was killed and two 
wounded. The “Palestinian” news 
agency (Wafa) quoted the spokes- 


Serati | man as saying several installa- 


tions were destroyed. The Le- 
banese Defence Ministry claimed 


at the same time that the Israel 
Air Force attack was against 
“farming communities” and that 
four civilians were killed. Prime 
Minister Takieddin Solh later des- 
cribed the raid as a “savage at- 
tack.”) 

Artillery clashes im the area 
started with relatively heavy 
Syrian shelling of the southern 
Golan west of the cease-fire lines 
near Hushniye, and in the south- 
ern sector of the Bulge captured 
in the October war.

State Dep’t reverses stand 


US trying to aid 


Syrian

WASHINGTON, The State 
Department yesterday reversed 
its previous hands-off stance with 
regard to the status of the be- 
leaguered community of Jews in 

Syria. 

Late last month it was re- 
vealed that the Department, in 
response to an inquiry from a 
Haifa woman concerned with the 
situation of the Syrian Jews, took 
the position that “The fate of 
Syrian Jewry is the internal af- 
fair of the Government of Syria,” 
That stand drew sharp criticism 
from many American Jews, 
as well as officials of Likud. 

Under this, criticism, which 

moun uring Secre’ 
State Henry Kisinger’s menage 
over the past two weeks with 
Syrian President Hafez Assad. 
the State Department has now 
sought to alter its position, 

Referring to the Department's 
earlier assertion that the 
Jewish plight is an internal af- 
fair of the Damascus Govern- 
ment, spokesman Paul Hare told 
newsmen yesterday that: “This 
unfortunate phrase, which ap- 
peared in a letter we used for a 
short time, in response to ‘public 
questions on this issue, is not 
Department policy.” 

“Rather,” he continued, “our 
view which is reflected in cur- 
rent letters replying to questions 
on this subject — is that we are 
concerned about the fate of the 
Jewish community in Syria; we 
believe our approach through 


Jewry 


diplomatic channels is the most 
effective way to deal with the 
situation, and it is our firm be- 
lief that a peaceful solution to 
the current Middle Kast crisis 
offers the Syrian Jewish com- 

munity the best opportunity to 
lead the kind of ‘life, free from 
restriction and intimidation, to 
which the U.S. believes everyone 
is entitled.” 

The State Department would 
not confirm the disclosure by 
Administration and Israel sources 
that Secretary Kissinger has in 
fact raised the issue of Syrian 
Jewry with President Assad, 

The Secretary, as he left for 
the Middle East two weeks ago, 
had been urged by several Con- 
gressmen to pursue the issue. 
Fourteen Congressmen sent him 
a telegram, requesting that he 
“urge the Syrian Government to 
permit the emigration of Syrian 
Jews from Syria to such ¢oun- 
tries as will receive them.” 

In response to the Congres- 
sional group, led by Sidney Yates, 
Benjamin Rosenthal and Charles 
Vanik, the State Department 
wired that the Secretary has the

TEL AVIV. — The 610-member 
Labour Party Central Committee is 
this evening lkely to delegate Pre- 
Mier-designate Yitzhak Rabin to 
form a government based on 58 
Knesset menibers — the Alignment's 
51 plus three Arab and Druse MKs 
together with the four Independent 
Liberal members. : 

Suck a minority government 
would win @ vote of confidence 
because Mrs. Shulamit Aloni's Civil 
Rights Movement has committed its 
three votes to support Mr. Rabin, 
even if they do not join the coali- 
tion, as seemcd likely last night. 
It would also be assured of 
the single Moked vote and, re- 
portedly, the abstentions of the 
three Rakah, the five Aguda and 
even some NRE members. 

It is understood that in return 
for her support Mrs. Aloni would 
accept a Labour Party offer of a 
place on the Knesset foreign af- 
fairs and Defence Committee. 

The Labour Party negotiators 
headed by Finance Minister Pinhas 
Sapir and Mr. Rabin in a series of 
coalition consultations in the Knes- 
set yesterday resolved that the ILP 
and the CRM would be asked to 
join the government on the basis 
of the existing policy-lines. The 
Independent Liberals concurred but 
asked the Alignment to make an 
effort to persuadt the CRM to come 
in, ‘Moreover the Labour leadership, 
in a gesture towards the NRP, re- 
solved to freeze the coalition agree- 
ment for at least three months 
during which time the three NRP- 
held portfolios would be left vacant 
in the hope that it would change 
its mind by then. 


Once this period is up the Align- 
Ment would agree to a reappraisal 
of the coalition agreement and its 
policy lines and distribute the three 
portfolios. However. Mrs. Aloni 
proved difficult at 2 meeting of the 
Alignment, the ILP and ‘the CRM, 
when she charged that the Align- 
ment's insistence on maintaming 
the religious status quo in the coali- 
tion agreement was aimed at keep- 
ing her out of -the coalition. “I re- 
fuse to step into the NRP’s shoes 
and accept an agreement signed 
by (Religious Affairs Minister) 
Yitzhak Raphael," she said firmly 
on emerging from that meeting.

Bill would ban names in 
ads without prior .consent

A person whose name igs used 
without his consent — for 
of ‘business or commercial publicity 
-- will be able to sue for damages, 
under a draft law which the Knes- 
set voted to Committee yesterday. 
The use of a person's photograph, 
or his voice, or an imitation of 
them, will also ‘be actionable. 

Justice Minister Haim Zadok, who 
introduced the draft law, added 
that a person’s heirs would enjoy 
the same right to sue for a period 
of ten years after the person's 
death. 

The courts in Israel had so far 
refused to give a judgement in fa- 
vour of a person whose photo had 
been featured in an ad without his 
consent, since the law here did 
not recognize this as an abuse of 
the privilege of the individual, the 
Minister said. English courts also 
refused to rule in favour of similar 
plaintiffs, he said. 

This law was only one of the 
aspects involved in the much wider 
sphere of protecting the rights of 
the individual, he said. The need 
for more legislation to protect those 


rights had become widely recog- 
nized in democratic countries of 
late, he said. 

He said he would appoint a spe- 
cial committee headed by Supreme 
Court Justice Alfred ‘Witkon to re- 
commend legislation, to protect the 
privacy of the individual. 

Three other draft bills which Mr. 
Zadok presented and which were 
voted to Committee on the first 
reading were: 

Φ The Arbitration Law, designed 
to bring the Israeli law into 
line with international law, under 
the New York Convention of 1959 
regarding disputes over commercial 
contracts between countries.

Khmer rebels’ threat 
to three major towns 


PHNO MPENH (AP). ‘Three 
provincial capitals, including the 
vital seaport of Kompong Som, 
240 kms. southwest of Phnom Penh, 
are ‘being seriously threatened by 
new insurgent drives. 

Nine government outposts near 
Kompong Som have fallen in the 
past week and insurgents are re- 
ported moving heavy weapons and 
Mortars into jungled hills over- 
looking the town and its airport, 
Cambodian. officers and refugees 
said. 

The Cambodian command said 
that some Khmer Rouge forces also 
withdrew from the seige of Longvek 
north of Phnom Penh and shelled 
the provincial capital of Kompong 
Thom, 145 kms. from the capital 
on Sunday. An insurgent buildup 
was also reported around Prey 
Veng, 48 kms. east of Phnom Penh. 

More than 100 civilians with torn 
feet and tattered clothing straggled 
ou of the hills around Kompong 
Som to government Hines on Sunday 
and told reporters of Khmer Rouge 
operations in the area. 

They said thousands of govern- 
ment soldiers and civilians were kill- 
ed in attempting to break out of 
a Khmer Rouge encirclement along 
Highway 4 northeast of Kompong 
Som. The rebels have captured 


more than 45 kms. of the highway 
in the past week. 

The refugees said its 
also captured four 105mm. Howit- 
zers, eight trucks and many other 
supplies. Government air force 
planes bombed abandoned equip- 
ment in efforts to destroy it before 
the insurgents ,could seize it. 

Government forces have set up 
their nrain defense line 20 kms. 
east of Kempong Som. But Khmer 
Rouge artWery is already within 
Tange of the airport and shells 
have been fired into frontline gov- 
ernment positions. 

Municipal officials in Kompong 
Som said the city's population has 
been swollen to about 100,000 by 
refugees, Filed reports said last 
week that government reinforce- 
Ments have moved into Kompong 
Som to beef up the weak port 
garrison. 

The attacks on Kompong Som, 
Kompong Thom and Prey Veng are 
apparently part of the Khmer Rouge 
strategy since mid-February to con- 
eentrate on isolated provincial towns 
and outposts. 

Oudong and Sala Lek Pram, two 
towns near Longvek, fell in March, 
and survivors from them fled to 
Longvek, where 4,000 soldiers and 
40,000 civilians are encircled with 
slim chances of rescue.

The earthquake measured 71 on 
the Richter scale, the Hsinhua 
News Agency said.

The earthquake was centred near 
the border area of Yunnan and 
Szechwan Provinces, 1,150 Jans. 
northwest of Hongkong and about 
300 kms. southwest of Chungking. 

“Our great leader Chairman Mao 
and the Central Committee of the 
Chinese Communist Party and the 
State Council have shown great 
concern to the various nationalities 
in the affected areas. And immedi- 
ately organized departments con- 
cerned for relief work,” Hsinhua 
said. 

In Japan two more bodies have 
been recovered from ἃ landslide 
triggered by an earthquake in the 
Izu Peninsula 120 kms. south of 
Tokyo, police said yesterday.

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Democrat leaders urge 
‘cooling’ of campaign 
against the President 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — The 
Democratic leadership in Congress 
urged colleagues yesterday to let 
the constitutional process of im- 
peachment rum its course and not 
“stampede the President into forced 
resignation.” Senate Democratic 
leader Mike Mansfield of Montana 
seid, ‘This is a time to keep cool. 
Resignation is not the answer.” 

But one Democratic member of 
the House Judiciary Committee, 
which will resume its closed hear- 
ings today on possible impeachment, 
said he is already convinced Presi- 
dent Nixon is guilty of five im- 
peachable offences. 

The committee scheduled three 
days of closed sessions this week 
for presentation of evidence gather- 
ed by its staff, There was growing 
sentiment among committee mem- 
bers to vote on subpoenaing a tape 
it learned last week may be crucial 
to its inquiry. 

Based solely on his readings of 
the edited transcripts already avail- 
able, committee member John Con- 
yers, Jr. Democrat-Michigan, said 
he thought Nixon was impeachable. 
"I don’t need impeachment proceed- 
ings to help me understand that 
they’re talking about commission of 
crimes," Conyers said in a Detroit 
television interview. 


The No. 2 Democrat in the Senate, 
Robert Byrd of West Virginia, began 
an unplanned debate on the Senate 
floor by saying Nixon “is not yet 
even a defendant, except in the 
court of public opinion. If calls for 
resignation create a flashflood... and 
stampede the President into forced 
resignation, future Presidents will 
no longer serve fixed terms and 
will stay in office only by popular 
approval.” 

House Speaker Carl Albert also 
urged caution, saying the President 
should be allowed the benefit of 
the constitutional process. 

The committee today was expected 
to hear the June 20, 1972, tape of 
a conversation between Nixon and 
his top aide E.R. Haldeman — the 
tape that contains the now famous 
1874 minute gap. 

Meanwhile, newspaper editorial 
support for President Nixon con- 
tinues to dwindle. Past supporters

Army call-up and release 


are tough jobs to handle 


to work as 
‘homemakers’

TEL AVIV. — Matavy — an organi- 
zation which provides home-mak- 
ers to ‘help families in time of #l- 
ness or crisis — is itself suffering 
from a chronic disease; shortage of 
manpower. The organization held a 
press conference in Tel Aviv re- 
cently in the hope of recruiting 
more women to work 2s homemak- 
ers. 

Tsila Pinkerfeld, nationa! chairman 
of Matav, explained, “Our last meet- 
ing with the press was in 1972 — 
and for exactly the same reason. 
We did receive some response then, 
so we decided to try again. Today, 
many women are looking for a 
chance to contribute something to 
the community, and even though 
this is paid work it does have an 
element of volunteer spirit in it" 

The women chosen for this “home- 
making” work range in age from 
30 to 50 and must have at least 
an elementary education. They are 
given training courses which include 
lectures, practical work in hospitals, 
ete. They are paid 115.20 an hour 
plus benefits. 

The service is offered to indivi- 
duals who pay IL7 an hour (with 
discounts for those who cannot af- 
ford the full price}, aud to patients 
referred by hospitals, welfare offices, 


Generally, the homemaker cares 
for the patient (washing ‘him, help- 
ing him get out of bed and walk, 
etc.) or for the family and house- 
hold in a case where the mother 
is il. “But this isn't just physical 
work," Rachel Yair, head of the Tel 
Aviv ‘branch, hastened to explain. 
“Often the patients suffer from 
mental problems, whether as a re- 
sult of physical disease or of mental 
disorder, and the homemaker must 
be prepared to cope with ‘these 
problems and to help the patient 
and Yamily face -them.” Of course, 
she added, homemakers are constant- 
ly supervised by social workers, 
nurses and the medical staff carin, 
for the patient. : 

Currently, there are 300 homemak- 
ers employed by Matav either on a 
full-time or part-time basis, 90 of 
them in the Tei Aviv area. “We 
have to turn people away because 
we don't have enough workers to go 
around,” Mrs. Pinkerfeld said. The 
organization's Tel Aviv address is 
Rehoy Gordon 60, and the telephone 
number is 235987.

are so many young men 
out of the army while others 
have served for six or seven 
months? Can the civilian populetion 
still respect and trust the Israeli 
army, and can soldiers be proud 
of it, after what happened? These 
were among the provocative ques- 
tions which delegates to the B'nai 
Brith Women’s Annual Convention 
fired at Aluf Herzl Shafir — head 
of the Personnel and Staff Divi- 
sions in the General Staff. 


Aluf Shafir had been imvited 
to be guest speaker at the con- 
vention luncheon (held in Tel Aviv 
last Monday) but dispensed with 
a speech and opened the floor for 
questions. 

In his replies, the general minced 
no words in his criticism of the 
Israeli press. “Instead of uniting 
the people and raising the morale, 
the newspapers present distorted 
pictures which add to the public un- 
rest. Often the facts are accurate 
but are not put in perspective. Cer- 
tainly there were delays and errors 
in paying mobilized soldiers. But 
who else other than the army could 
have managed to issue 500,600 
cheques at the end of the first 
month when the whole thing was 
so unexpected?” 

‘Similarly, he contended, critics 
of the “inequitable division of the 
burden” of reserve duty are over- 
simplifying the situation. There are 
about 60,000 men between the ages 
of 19 and 39 who are exempt from 
military service. “We call up about 
91 per cent of 18-year-olds each 
year. In the United States and 
England, during times of greatest 
crisis, the number never exceeded 
60 per cent.” 

Be admitted that he himself had 
initially not understood why some- 
one who could get a civilian 
driver’s license should be exempt 
from military service under Clause 
21 (mental deficiency). “The doc- 
tors explained to me that driving 
from Tel Aviv to Petah Tikvah is 
one thing; driving at the front 
lines, under pressure and fire, is 
another.”

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Noted that the early mosbayvim such 
as Nahalal were organized so that 
the homestead — including resi- 
dence, cowshed and chicken coop — 
was contiguous to the fields.

— the fluid secreted be- 
bore ox breast milk appears — confers 
some degree of immunity on in- 
fants; breast-fed babies are less 
prone than dottle-fed babies to skin 
disorders and serious respiratory 
infections, and they rarely suffer 
from constipation. What's more, 
since it takes greater effort to 
suck the breast than drain a bottle, 
the extra exercise tends to develop 
stronger dental arches and 
palates. 


The mother, too, profits by nurs- 
ing her baby.

The bank may in- 
vest up to five per cent of its 
capital in these “mother” com- 
panies. Phrased another way, 95 
per cent of the bank's capital must 
be placed elsewhere, and not im 
undertakings which are substantial 
holders’ of the bank’s own stock. 

A limitation also applies to com- 
panies in which the bank's share- 
holders have a controlling interest.

Pleasant sounds 
at the Khan 


AHLIA Atlas, the founder and 

permanent conductor of the 
Hatfa Chamber Orchestra (recently 
renamed the “Israel Pro-Musica Or- 
chestra") apparently shares prob- 
lems with other, similar organis- 
ations: one cannot keep ambitious 
musicians for long on ashoe-string 
budget, and, with ever-changing 
membership, one cannot develop a 
company of character. Very few of 


the faces on the stage of the Jeru- 
salem Khan on Sai night 
seemed familiar to this critie, but 
otherwise nothing much has 
changed. The conductor mov es 
Sracefully and makes nice music 
sound pleasant. The strings perform 
with generally satisfying precision 
and unanimity of purpose. The pro- 
gramme contained only music of a 
harmonious and melodic nature: a 
Concerto grosso (opus 6, no. 6, in 
Β' minor) by Handel; Haydn's Violin 
Concerto in C Major, and the Ser- 
enade for Strings, opus 22, in E 
Major, by Dvorak — no problems 
for the listeners, and hardly any 
for the players. Thus it was all 
relaxing and friendly, no complicat- 
ed rhythms, no irritating harmonic 
freedoms, no psychological or in- 
tellectual questions raised — no 
aleatory or electronic devices re- 
flecting contemporary trends. Per- 
haps one should be grateful for 
starting another week on these notes 
of Handel, Haydn and Dvorak. 


Yair Eless was good in the solo 
passages of the Handel Concerto. 
grasso —~- clean, precise, reliable; 
but the same qualities projected on’ 
the solo part in the Haydn Violin 
Concerto were not equally satisfying. 
The rather naive musical idiom re- 
quires some more personal, indivi- 
dual participation and comment to 
awake interest. Aided by the very 
good acoustics of the Khan, the 
strings in general sounded fresh and 
rich, though more differentiation of 
dynamic shading would have added 
further pleasure, as contrasts are 
needed to keep music stimulating’ 
Continual rose-coloured sweetness 
can be quite boring after a while.
